Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  I960, 

The  Registrar  General's  figures  for  the  year  indicated  a 
population  of  7,020,  an  increase  of  80  compared  with  last  year.  There 
were  118  live  births  in  the  district  during  the  year  compared  with  111 
last  year,  and  the  adjusted  birth  rate  of  16.51  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  a national  birth  rate  of  17.1  per  1,000  population.  139 
deaths  during  the  year  compares  with  188  last  year  and  an  adjusted  death 
rate  of  10.89  per  1,000  population  compares  with  a national  death  rate 
of  11.5  per  1,000  population.  The  causes  of  death  followed  the  usual 
pattern. 


Concerning  infectious  diseases,  very  few  were  notified  during 
the  year.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  however,  there  occurred  a 
number  of  cases  of  dysentery  but  in  spite  of  intensive  investigation  it 
was  not  possible  to  pin-point  the  cause.  The  cases  were  mild,  and  I feel 
sure  that  many  more  occurred  than  were  known  of. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  changed  little  during 
the  year.  A further  13  pail  closets  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage 
system,  leaving  162  pail  closets  still  in  use. 

The  inhabited  houses  increased  during  the  year  to  2,044*  the 
increase  of  31  compared  with  last  year  being  built  by  private  enterprise. 
Two  slum  clearance  areas,  comprising  three  houses  in  each  area,  were 
represented,  during  the  year. 

In  presenting  this  report  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
Mr.  Marsh  and  the  staff  for  their  work  and.  help  during  the  year,  and  also 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
constant  support  and  interest.

Weekly  sessions  are  held  at  the  East  Riding  County  Council  Clinic 
established  at  Victoria  Road,  Driffield. 

Maternity  Services

Nursing  in  the  Home

Water 


The  town's  water  is  supplied  by  the  Driffield  Water  Company, 
the  extraction  being  from  two  boreholes,  one  in  Spellowgate  and  one  at 
Worth  Street,  Driffield.  In  accordance  with  the  instruction  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  the  water  is  chlorinated.  The  results  of  samples 
of  water  sent  for  Bacteriological  Examination  were  as  follows

Sewage  Disposal 

The  town's  sewage  is  treated  at  the  modern  sewage  works  before 
being  discharged  into  the  Canal.  Constant  sampling  and  analysis  is  carried, 
out  at  the  works.  The  new  sewerage  scheme  at  Little  Driffield  is  in 
progress. 

Conversion  of  Pail  Closets 

During  the  year  13  pail  closets  have  been  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system.  At  the  end  of  the  year  162  pail  closets  remain  in  use. 

Refuse  and  Night  Soil  Collection 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been  maintained,  during 
the  year.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  on  the  Wold  Hill  Tip.  During  the  summer 
months  refuse  containers  and  pail  closets  are  dusted  with  gammexane 
insecticide.
